cream  colored  wooden  flowers. 
Alter  they  have  fallen  to  ttie 
ground  the  seeds  of  both  this 
tree  and  the  Empress  Tree  are 
easy  to  collect  and  grow. 

Trees  flowering  in  mid-sum- 
mer are  rare  but  the  park  can 
boast  of  a  good  many,  still 
small  but  destined  to  attain 
heights  of  30  to  70  feet.  There 
are  the  Sourwood  (Oxydend- 
rum  arboreum)  with  flowers 
like  lilies  of  the  valley  and,  in 
autumn,  the  most  brilliant 
scarlet  leaves  of  any  tree  I 
know,  and  two  kinds  of  Stew- 
artia,  related  to  the  Camellia, 
with  large  single  white  flowers 
and  leaves  that  turn  either  red 
or  plum  in  the  fall. 

The  fine-leafed  Chinese  Scho- 
lar Tree  (Sophona  japonica) 
and  the  Evodia  Henryi  both  of 
which,  after  flowering,  carry 
clusters  of  decorative  fruit  in 
the  fall  extending  the  season 
of  their  attractiveness.  A  large 
and  handsome  specimen  of  the 
former  may  be  seen  on  the 
Mercer  Street  side  of  Trinity 
Church. 

Turning  To  Fall.  In  1770  John 
Bartram,  one  of  the  early 
American  plant  collectors, 
found  the  Gordonia  (Franklin- 
ia  alatamahia)  growing  wild  in 
Georgia.  He  named  it  in  hon- 
or of  Benjamin  Franklin.  As 
none  have  been  found  growing 
wild  since  John  i>yon  report- 
ed seeing  them  in  1803,  all  are 
now  presumed  to  be  descend- 
ents  of  the  few  plants  fcollect- 
ed  by  Bartram. 

A  young  specimen  of  this 
lovely  tree  was  given  the  park 
by  Edmund  De  Long  and  grows 
near  the  central  Copper  Beech. 
On  the  front  lawn  at  Morven 
there  is  an  old  large  one  cov- 
ered with  big  white  single  flo- 
wers in  September  and  Octob- 
er.

It  does  well, 
and  after  all,  this  is  one  of  the 
most  important  requirements 
for  a  garden  plant.  Roseum 
Elegans  grows  with  a  mini- 
mum of  attention,  makes  a 
fine,  well-filled  out  plant  with 
dark  glossy  green  leaves  and 
fine  trusses  of  a  delicate  orch- 
id pink.  It  is  a  must  for  any 
beginner. 

There  are  two  excellent  al- 
ternatives —  in  fact,  all  three 
of  these  mauves  could  be  con- 
sidered first-rate  plants  for  any 
neophyte  to  use.  One  is  Ca- 
tawbiense Boursault,  which  is 
essentially  the  same  color  as 
Roseum  Elegans,  but  the  habit 
of  growth  is  more  compact.
